Leading, in com- 
pany with Bishop Henry W. Hob- 
son of Southern Ohio, an academic 
procession of over 400 delegates 
from schools, colleges, universities 
and learned societies, the youthful 
headmaster accepted the seal of 
office from Bishop Hobson, Presi- 
dent of the Academy’s Board of 
Trustees. 


Following the Invocation by the 
Rey. A. Graham Baldwin, Phillips 
Academy School Minister, Bishop 
Hobson made the brief address of 
induction, and Mr. Kemper replied 
with a few words of acceptance. 
James Rowland Angell, President 
Emeritus of Yale University, de- 
livered the principal address of the 
occasion, speaking on the subject:

Our Fund Raising campaign, 
guided by Mr. Young and Mrs. 
Buchan, was very successful, ex- 


ceeding our quota by a substantial 
margin. 


The Home Service committee, 
under Mrs. Tavern’s leadership, 
has averaged about 26 cases per 
month, totalling 311 during the 
year, an increase of about 25% 
over the previous year. About 
two-thirds of the cases centered 
about servicemen or their families. 
Two case workers provided the 
chairman with regular assistance 
and three others were available 
for emergencies. 

The District Nurse made 1,534 
calls during the year—an increase 
of about 100. Receipts amounted 
to $652.25. Mrs. Butler and Miss

in New York in January. There 


is no immediate prospect of a 


change in our nursing program, 
unless you consider July 1950 as 
immediate. 

The Mobile Blood Bank visited 
us on April 12th and 138th at the 
South Church. In spite of the 
earnest efforts of Mrs. Kimball 
and her committee, we reached 
about a little over 80% of our 
goal. This compares very favor- 
ably with other localities, but re- 
newed effort and personal contact 
will be needed to meet the three 
day demand during 1949. The 
Red Cross has taken over the en- 
tire Blood Donor program in Mas- 
sachusetts and needs one donor 
from every 32 people. The situa- 
tion is immediate and pressing. 

Community Service provides 
supplementary equipment and 
supplies to the Bedford Veterans 
Hospital and appeals to Andover 
organizations for contributions. 
During April, Andover supplied 
all the MHospital’s Community 
service requests, including 300 
‘separate games and _ contest 

prizes and several hundred indi- 
vidual small gifts. Our share of 
the cigarette pool approximates 
$300 per year, and demands are 
increasing. At Christmas we con-~ 
tributed toward the cost of pa- 
tients gifts, bringing up our 
year’s expense to $570.47. Organ- 
izations, other than the Red 
Cross, contributed $103.36 in 
cash and supplied 50 game prizes. 
Mrs. Gale, chairman of the com- 
mittee, wishes to express her 
thanks to Mrs. Blamire, Mrs. 
Boyce, Mrs. Johnston and to Mr. 
Young, our Coordinator.

Hospital, and the Blind. No won- 
der that new tires and a new 
motor are needed. 

Mrs. Leland has been our only | 
Arts and Skills worker since Mrs. 
Beattie left Andover. She has 
given 144 hours and would ap-| 
preciate assistance by men or 
women in leathercraft, ceramics, 
textile painting, sequin and seed 
jewelry, paper and wood pulp 
flowers, pencil sketching, oil and 
watercolor painting, rug rooking, 
Swedish weaving and square 
knotting. Women volunteers are 
needed for both day and evening 
work and men for evening and 
weekend hours. 

The Canteen Corps is still well 
organized under Mrs. McDuffie, 
but demands for its services are 
infrequent. They assisted in the 
Forest fire epidemic, that we so 
well remember, and served supper 


for the Fund solicitors and the 
staff of the Blood Bank. They 
have also provided refreshments 
for the Bedford Veterans Hospital 
patients. 


The Junior Red Cross has been 
active and successful. Miss Hird 
reports full enrollment from the 
public, parochial and Marland 
schools. About 400 articles were 
given to hospitals. The Juniors 
assisted in the drive and con- 
tributed $50.00 to the Children’s 
Fund. Twelve public school teach- 
ers assisted Miss Hird in these en- 
deavors. 

Miss Coolidge, last November, 
agreed to take the chairmanship 
of our Nutrition committee. She 
immediately organized an able 
group, and by letter, news items, 
and radio appeal, endeavored to 
form classes or offer other nutri- 
tion service. The results were 
extremely discouraging, and we 
can only report that our nutrition 
problems are not very pressing, if 
measured by public interest. I 
want to thank Miss Coolidge for 
her very sincere and well planned 
effort. 

The Water Safety classes at 
Phillips Academy, Hussey’s Pond 
and Pomps Pond have been very 
well patronized, well conducted, 
and quite successful. Mr. Johnson 
issued 11 Junior and 31 Senior 
certificates, and Mr. Dunn advises 
a new high mark in aquatic ac- 
tivities. The 


Red __ Cross has 
assisted in leadership training, 
and Mr. Dunn is requesting an 


expansion of this Red Cross serv- 
ice. Forty-two certificates were 
issued at the ponds, out of a total 
enrollment of several hundred. 

I wish to express my thanks to 
all the Andover supporters of the 
Red Cross, and call upon them for 
their continued interest and en- 
rollment. Present indications are 
that some of our demands will in- 
crease in the very near future, 
particularly in Home _ Service 
work, aid to veterans in hospitals, 
and in the Blood Donor campaign. 
The harvest is ever ripe; the de-! 
mand for personal service faces us 
every day.

THE SMOKER’S RESPONSIBILITY 


The cigarette you just reached for is more than a little 
paper tube filled with tobacco. It is a potassium chlorate torch 
that will burn at a high heat until it is consumed to ashes. The 
chemical is mixed with the tobacco in order to make it burn 
steadily. 

The significance of this should be clear to anyone. The 
apparently harmless cigarette is one of the greatest menaces 
to life and property when carelessly handled. Last year, care- 
less smokers were responsible for 130,000 fires — many of 
which caused death, injury and high property damage. Will the 
total be greater this year? 

The rules for safe handling of cigarettes, and all other 
tobacco products, are simple enough. Always put them out in 
an ash tray or some other safe container when you’re done with 
them. Never throw a burning butt from a car — this particu- 
lar type of carelessness has caused some of the worst forest 
fires the country has known. That’s one reason the car makers 
put an ash receiver in cars, And, above all, don’t smoke in bed. 
A cigarette will set bedding afire far more quickly than most of 
us realize — as many a smoker has learned to his sorrow. And 
smoking in bed has sent a legion of smokers into the hereafter 
prematurely, 

So, if you smoke, accept the responsibility that goes with 
it — the responsibility to use tobacco safely, in accordance with 
ihe rules.

must be somehow fitted into the 
present pattern of national rights 
and politics. 

And she has an argument. She 
simply cannot afford to accept in- 
ternational control if her present 
form of government and leader- 
ship is to remain. Atomic control 
is in direct contradiction to Rus- 
sia’s attitude to the outside world. 
She has set up a form of govern- 
ment and an economic system that 
depend for sheer existence upon 
repression of individual rights of 
any sort. Her people are forced in- 
to the greatest economic monopoly 
that exists. And while the Rus- 
sian people may be promised all 
kinds of good things in the future, 
he fact is that they’ve never had 
snough of anything since the Revo- 
lution. In all the dictatorships so 
far, the central government has 
taken over industry, told people 
where they may work, how much 

hey will be paid, what they can 
buy, and generaly failed to provide 
hem with the good life. On the 
ecord, when industries are devel- 
oped on a basis of production for 
national defense, the standard of 
iving decreases. Ordinary con- 
sumer goods are in short supply 
or disappear altogether. Then the 
problem is to convince the people 
of the need for continued short- 
ages. 

“A State of Siege" 

If an iron curtain can be main- 
tained, that problem can be solved 
with some chance of success. Con- 
vince the people that they are 
threatened from outside, that ex- 
istence depends upon continued 
sacrifice, and they will be more 
ready to accept inconveniences. A 
constant cold breath of fear will 
keep them in hand. Russia’s pres- 
‘t policy of finding fault with the 
Western powers, her denunciation 
of the Marshall Plan, her attacks 
upon atomic proposals of the West 
ind her apparent peace feelers are 
largely for home consumption. 
Very naturally her leaders refuse 
to allow across her borders any 
influences that contradict their 
propaganda. If the Russian people 
‘an be made to believe that they 
are better off than other nations, 
the fiction has a better chance for 
survival. Hence the repeated at- 
tacks upon bourgeois capitalist 
countries, the perversion of infor- 
mation about those nations are all 
vart of a deliberate policy. Gromy- 
ko showed this fear of outside in- 
fluence quite clearly in the Securi- 
ty Council last year. ‘‘Unlimited 
control would mean an unlimited 
interference of the control and 
controlling organ in the economic 
life of the countries on whose ter- 
ritories the control would be car- 
ried out... This is not the task of 
the United Nations.”’ 

Some critics of American foreign 
policy have denounced it as the 
reason for Russia’s attitude. They 
‘gnore the repeated attempts we 
have made to compromise issues, 
our earnest desire to avoid the 
horrors of war. Some think, as did 
Sumner Welles, “The insane de- 
lusion that democracy and com- 
munism cannot simultaneously ex- 
ist in the world is rampant.”’ Yet 
that ‘delusion’ has reason for ex- 
istance. 

What is Russia afraid of? Does 
she really think, from the record, 
that the United States intends to 
ittack her? The past three years 
do not back up that point of view. 
Is she afraid that the good life in 
America would cause the Russians 
to question their own living con- 
ditions? Or is the real reason her 
desire to expand, almost at any 
‘ost? Unless another reason can be 
found, one of these must motivate 
Russian policy. And it is unques- 
‘ionable that any real system of 
international government, however 
limited, cannot be acceptable to 
Russia. We can expect to see more 
proposals from Russia on the issue 
of disarmament and atomic control, 
but it is extremely unlikely, almost 
unthinkable, that she will accept 
any sort of restriction on her own 
free actions, or permit any inter- 
ference from outside. The iron cur- 
tain is not a figment of the imagi- 
nation. It is literally there, and 
he Russians intend that it shall 
1ot be raised.

The 
only reason the Selectmen are 
opposed to this sewage disposal 
project is the cost. 

Has anyone ever considered 
what it has cost in the past to 
continue the present practice of 
sewage disposal via the Shawsheen 
and the Merrimack, or has anyone 
studied the benefits that might 
accrue to Andover from healthy 
additional recreation facilities? 
After all, with the cost of living 
still rising, with taxes up, about 
all we have left is our health, and 
if we have our health, we are 
blessed with about 90% of what 
we are working for. If you don’t 
think so, look around you for 
those who have been afflicted with 
polio, diphtheria, scarlet fever. 
and many other terrible diseases. 
for which no one, even our most 
eminent physicians have _ the 
answers. 

For the last sixteen years I have 
been connected with a mill in 
Lawrence which is near one of 
the South Lawrence sewer outlets 
which empties into the Merri- 
mack river, and I have had all I 
want of sewers. In case anyone 
is interested, and I hope they are, 
they can check some of my ob- 
servations by stopping on the 
O’Leary bridge.

The department is administered 
by Commissioner Daniel J. Boyle, 
of Peabody, and Assistant Com- 
missioner, Mrs. Hattie Smith, of 
Boston. (By statute, the Assist- 
ant Commissioner is a woman.) 
In addition, there are three associ- 
ate members who comprise the 
Board of Conciliation and <Arbi- 
tration and the ‘Minimum Wage 
Commission. There is also a legal 
branch of the department, the 
functions of which are to proge- 
cute in the courts employers found 
guilty of the violations of the 
statutes and to advise the depart- 
ment on legal questions relative 
to the administration of the law, 

The Board of Conciliation con- 
sists of three members, one a rep- 
resentative of Labor, one a rep- 
resentative of Employers of Labor, 
and the third, while he is not so 
designated, is commonly referred 
to as the representative of the 
Public. They are appointed by the 
| Governor, with the approval of the 
council, for a term of three years 
each, one term expiring each 
year. It is interesting to note that 
this board was established in 1886 
and was one of the first boards to 
be so established in the country, 

The duties of this board con- 
sist not only in aiding the parties 
in labor controversies to adjust 
their differences amicably, but al- 
so in preventing through its ad- 
vice, services, and suggestions such 
controversies from arising. As an 
arbitration board it has made 
thousands of decisions which have 
settled the issues, but more im- 
portant, have in large measure 
given the parties concerned con- 
fidence in as fair and equitable 
solution as could be possible un- 
der the circumstances. It must be 
pointed out also that the power of 
the Board lies in the fact that it 
acts only with the voluntary con- 
sent of all parties and there is 
nothing compulsory in the law 
that forces either employees or 
employers to accept its decision. 

The Minimum Wage commission 
is set up to enforce mandatory 
wage orders. These orders are 
established in specific occupations 
and are not, therefore, blanket 
orders. 

According to law, ‘the Commis- 
sioner shall have the power and 
it shall be his duty on the petition 


of fifty or more citizens of the 
Commonwealth to cause an in- 
vestigation to be made of the 


wages paid to any person in any 
occupation in order to ascertain 
if any substantial number of per- 
sons in such occupation are re- 
ceiving oppresive and unreason- 
able wages.”’ If, upon this investi- 
gation, the wages seem to be un- 
reasonable and oppressive, a wage 
board is appointed by the com- 
mission, made up of nine persons 
—three representing the employ- 
ees, three the employer, and three 
the public. Upon their recommen- 
dation after public hearings and 
further investigation a minimum 
wage order is issued which affects 
all of the employees within that 
particular occupation. 

Persons employed in interstate 
industry are covered by the fed 
| eral minimum wage law. Those in 
interstate industries or occupa- 
tions are handled by these mini- 
mum wage orders. 

At the present time there are 
approxixmately one and one-half 
million workers employed in all 
industries in Massachusetts. Some 
900,000 are employed in inter- 


state industries, and 60,000 in so 
called service industries. All of the 
600,000 will, in a short time be 


| covered by minimum wages set up 
by this commission, It is also in- 
teresting to note that nearly all 
these 60,000 are receiving 55¢ or 
more per hour.
